The drills oceur not over three times a „week, and being 
short, involve no hardship, while it is manifest that 
they afford a good health-giving exercise, and aid in the 
development of the physique and manly carriage of the cadet. 
The entire body of male students is divided into compa- 
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nies; which are officered by cadets, selected for proficiency 
in drill, good- deportment, and scholarship. The cadet offi- 
cers are regarded as assistants in the enforcement of disci- 
pline, and their orders, while on duty, are considered as duly 
authorized, and must be obeyed accordingly. 


Cadet. officers are expected and required to set. examples 


of military deportment and general good. conduct. 


A. neat suit of cadet gray, with brass buttons and black 
trimmings, will be required to be worn by all males.

To relieve the Faculty from the odium of espionage upon 
the students, the element of self-government has been intro- 
duced into the University. ` 

By the adoption of a monitorial system as an adjunct 
to the miltary, the discipline of the Institution is placed 
largely in the hands of the students themselves. 

The officers detailed for duty, have, with rare exceptions, 
proved efficient and faithful, showing neither fear nor favor. 
The obedience of the great mass of students, to the author- 
ity of their fellows acting in official capacity, has been cor- 
dial and sincere. The only trouble having been with ill- 
trained vouth, who had. never at home been taught to 
respect their parents. or themselves: 7 In fact, the idle and 
disobedient at home, are idle and disobedient at school; 
while those who are comforts to their parents, are comforts 
to their teachers also., Insubordination in College i is a nec- 
essary sequence of defective family government. . 

RESTLESSNESS,. 

The greatest obstacle to-day, in the way of successful 
educational work, is the restlessness and lack of persever- 
ing pluck in American youth. We find’ that the vast 
majority of our students donot come to the University with 
any thought of remaining until graduation, and many think 


they have accomplished - ‘wonders by remaining a single term `.

SECTION 1. ‘That it shall be unlawful for any person to: 
sell or give away vinous or ardent spirits within three 
miles of the Arkansas Industrial University, except the same 
be for medical purposes, as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That no person shall 
sell or give away any vinous or ardent spirits within three 
miles of said University, unless he be a regular practiéing 
physician, and not until he has signed and sworn £o an affi- 
davit before the county. clerk; of Washington county, and 
` Shall have the same duly recorded, which affidavit shall be 
in the following form: I, , do solemnly swear 
that Iam a regular practicing SE that I wil not 
sell or give away any vinous or ardent spirits to any one 
unless it be for medical purposes, and believe the: kind and 
quantity will be beneficial in the treatment of the disease 
under which the patient is suffering. ; 

Sec: 3. Be it. further enacted, That no one shall be 
excused from the penalty of this act who may, contrary to 
its provisions sell, or cause to be sold, intoxieating drink, 
by reason of its being put up as bitters, mixed with drugs or 
vended as à medicine, except as provided for in the fore- 
going sections. 

SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, That any pérson violating 
any of the provisions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and for each offense shall be fined not less 
than ten nor more than two bundred dollars; and this act 
Shall take effect and be i in force from and after its passage.

CONCLUDING REMARKS. uM 


The Branch Normal College is a department of the Ar- 
kansas Industrial University, established pursuant to an act 
of the General Assembly. of the State of Arkansas, approv- 
ed April 25th, 1873; and has been in operation since Sep- 
tember 27th, 1875. Its primary object is the ‘training | 
of teachers for efficient service in the colored public 
schools of the. State; the law referred to having been’ 
enacted with special reference to the ‘convenience and 
well-being of the poorer classes." For the purpose of car- 
rying out the intent of the law, by enabling those who may 
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wish to avail themselves of its advantages, there is no 
charge for tuition; the only requirements for admission 
۲ being suitable age and qualifications, an appointment from 

one of the Cou uty Judges, and the payment of the entrance `

fee. 
LOCATION, ETC. 


The school property consists of a beautiful tract of twenty 


| acres of ground, about one half mile west of Pine Bluff, 


Jefferson county, Arkansas, and a few rods from the junc- 
tion of the Little Rock, Mississippi River and Texas and ‘‘Para- 
more" railroads. The school building, completed during 
the present year, and occupied January 30, 1882, is one of 


- the handsomest educational edifices in the State, as well as 


one of the best ; being warm and comfortable, well lighted 
and finely ventilated. It contains one large assembly room, 
four recitation rooms, and cloak rooms for males and fe- 
males. The building is of brick, with slate roof and trim- 
mings of Alabama granite, and cost, with improvements and 
furniture, about $12,000. The furniture is the ** normal," 


from the well known house of A. H. Andrews & Co., Chi- 


cago, and is of the best modern style. 

The course of study, as will be seen by reference to page 
11,is somewhat more full than is usual in normal schools. 
The institution has a small library of its own, and students 
have also access to the library of the Principal, which con- 
tains many valuable works. There is also a collection of 
physical and mathematical apparatus, and of geological and 
mineralogical specimens, all of which are fas yet small, but 
will be increased from time to time. A number of the best

' Instruetion in vocal and instrumental music, calisthenics A 
and drawing, is given weekly. There are two} ‘literary 
societies among the students, the Normal Debating “Associa- ` 
tion and the Junior Society ; ; which have weekly exercises in 
declamation, composition, debates, etc. The length of the 
vacation allows the advanced students an opportunity to 
engage in teaching, and a large proportion of their number 
has done so during the last five years. In nearly all cases 
they have given good satisfaction, and conducted their 
schools with a fair degree of success. The normal students 
have also assisted in the work of.the Institution itself, as a 
part of their training: D í :

At our meeting of July 21, 1881, we appointed 
Jesse L. Cravens, Regent of the University during the 
pleasure of the board, to be paid by the State at the rate of 
$1000 per annum, pursuant to law; requiring bond in 
the sum: of $10,000 <which was approved by the Gov- 
ernor. 

The contraet for the completion of the third story of the 
University building was letto Messrs. Hale & Blackmer, for 
the sum of $2810, which contract was executed and com- 
pleted to the entire satisfaction of your committee. Your 


committee found it absolutely necessary to have the roof.of 


the University painted after the extensive repairs made 
necessary by the recent storms, at an expense of $132.43. 

We would report that we have made some effort to pro- 
cure an instructor for the د0‎ department, which failed. 
of success. 

Having learned that there were some discrepancies in the- 
accounts of the University with the State, the Regent was 
requested to procure à statement of our accounts "with the 
State Treasurer, which is on file and will be presented by 
the Regent for your consideration. 

We beg leave to report that Mrs. E. J. Crockett, elected 
as assistant in the Preparatory department, by you at your 
last convention, declined to accept, and your committee 
appointed Miss E. H. Carnall to fill the vacancy, i 
_to your approval. Salary $600. 

Your committee authorized Col. O. C. Gray, comman- 
dant of the Military department to expend a sum not 
exceeding $100, for music and musical instruments. 

A letter of acceptance of the chair of Applied Mathemat- 
ics was received from Prof. J. D. Tradwell, which subse- 
quently was withdrawn and we have to report the chair 
vacant. We would beg leave to urge an early appoint- 
ment of some competent gentleman “to this chair, as the 
minds of our young men are turned in this direction by the 
. great demand for practical engineers in the field, at remun- 


erative salaries, and our institution has suffered greatly . 


the lack of a Professor. 


Your committee beg leave to report that they have made. 
persistent efforts to secure proficient teachers for the Mu- 
sical Department, having appointed two that finally declined 
and one that accepted, but proved a failure because of 
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intemperate habits. The instiudon has suffered greatly by 
our failure to secure a good teacher. We would recom- 
mend prompt action upon this question as essential to the 
best interests of the institution... 

We beg leave to report that we or dered an armory fitted 
up in the north wing of the third story, and ask your pres- 
ent inspection of. the same. 

We have to report that the work of our Faculty bas 
been greatly impeded by the breaking out of small-pox in 
Fayetteville, causing a stampede of students, reducing the 
number more than one hundred—principally from the Pre- 
paratory Department. 

As to the efficiency of the educational work pr oper, we 
beg leave to refer you to the reports of the Faculty. 

Hon. S. P. Pittman, one of the members of our commit- 
tee, having resigned, we were left without a resident work- 
ing quorum, since which time our committee have not*met, ` 
leaving much work to be done by our Regent, subject to the 
approval of the board. Al of which is respectfully sub- 
mitted.
